GERMAN THREAT OF ATTAINDER. 

In Gen. von Ludendorff's letter indicting Gen. von der 
Marwitz for the defeat of the latter's troops by the Brit- 
ish on Aug. 8, the following threat is made against Ger- 
man soldiers who may fall into the hands of the enemy 
and give him any information: 

Criminal proceedings will invariably be instituted 
against the man who has forgotten duty and honor. 
Thjs entails in the first instance great unpleasant- 
ness for his relatives—parents, brothers, sisters, 
wife and child—and apart from this, after the war, 
the heaviest penalties for himself. There is no ques- 
tion of omission of punishment or amnesty for such 
traitors any more than for deserters. They and 


their names will be branded, their home and prop- 
erty lost forever. 


This is the threat of attainder and “corruption of the 
blood,” which punishes the family of the guilty person 
for his wrongdoing. It is a medieval form of punish-| 
ment, which was abolished in England by act of Par-| 
liament in 1870. Execution under a Writ of Attainder | 
had not been enforced since 1797. In the United States. | 
attainder only applies to the person actually guilty of 
treason and does not touch bis relatives or descendants. | 

In preserving this antiquated and barbarous form of 
punishment, Germany is more out of date than repub- 
ican China, which has followed the lead of the demo- | 
cratic nations in abolishing “corruption of the blood,” | 
even in the case of treason.

Mihiel salient: there was some differ- 
ence of opinion when they first got out, 
but that has by this time disappeared. 
They gave up the St. Mihiel salient be- 
cause it was of no military advantage 
to them. As a matter of fact, they 
had considered evacuating it for four 
years. The American army had noth- 
ing to do with their withdrawal. It 
was merely a coincidence that the 
American attack was launched within 
a few days after the German with- 
drawal began. Anyway, the salient 
was full of snakes and cooties, the 
streams in it were infested by alliga- 
tors, the woods were full of lions and 
tigers, there was no good drinking wa- 
ter, the climate was the worst anybody 
ever saw, nothing would grow in the 
soil, it was an out-of-the-way place for 
the purposes of transportation, the 
roads were so crooked you couldn't tell 
whether vou were coming or going,
